PENSIONS SOUGHT

W. J. Andrews Reported

Adequate state support for edu- 
tation in Georgia can be achieved 
only through a revision of its tax 
system, B. M. Grier, president of 
the Georgia Education Associa- 
tion, declared last night in_his 
annual message to educators at- 
tending the 73d convention of the 
association. 

One of three speakers at the 
second general session of the 
three-day meeting, Grier declared 
“our poverty has never been an 
intelligent excuse, only a reason 
for more education.” 

Although results of an election 
of officers held yesterday will not 
be announced officially until this 
morning, it was learned from a 
reliable source that W. J. An- 
drews, of Toccoa, had won over 
Knox Walker, of Fulton county, 
for the presidency. Two directors

sults of balloting on the directors 
were not revealed. 

Three Major Objectives. 

Advocating a teachers’ retire- 
ment system, Grier said the three 
major objectives of the G. E. A. 
should be to foster professional 
development, to secure for edu- 
cation the financial support to 
which it is entitled, and to as- 
sume responsibility toward up- 
building the commonwealth. 

“A retirement system for teach- 
ers,” he explained, “is simply a 
sound business plan to improve 
the schools by helping aged or 
disabled teachers to retire from 
active service with a modest but 
assured income for life.” 

Appearing on the program with 
Grier were Dr. Edwin A. Lee, of 
Washington, director of the Na- 
tional Occupational Conference, 
and Dr. Laura Zirbes, of Ohio 
State University. 

Final Session Today. 

The third and final session of 
the convention will be held at 
9:30 o’clock this morning. Sched- 
uled for addresses are Dr. Walter 
D. Cocking, of the University of 
Georgia, who will speak on “The 
Problem of Rural Education as 
Related to a General Program of 
Education in Georgia;” Dr. R. C. 
Grier, president of Erskine Col- 
lege, Due West, S. C., whose sub- 
ject will be “The Teacher As a 
Citizen,” and Professor Walter R. 
Ward, of Wisconsin University. 

Dr. Lee told the teachers last 
night that the United States “can 
plow under every other row of 
cotton but it can’t plow under 
every other youth.”

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Franco’s Biggest Victory 
Scatters Enemy in Disor- 
derly Retreat. 


HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, April 15.—(UP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Franco’s Insurgents to- 
night captured a 10-mile strip of 
the Mediterranean Coast, includ- 
ing the seaports of Vinaroz and 
Benicarlo, in a smashing victory 
that completely sliced Loyalist 
Spain in two. 

It was Franco’s biggest victory 
of the civil war that will enter 
its 22d month Sunday. It left 
the dismembered Loyalist armies 
scattering in disorderly retreat 
along the coast, some to Catalonia 
in the north and others southward 
toward Valencia. 

The Loyalist capital at Barce- 
lona, admitting the abandonment 
of Vinaroz and Benicarlo, report- 
ed that violent air battles were 
fought off the coast when the In- 
surgent navy steamed in from Ma- 
jorca island and attempted to land 
troops. 

Insurgent dispatches reported 
scenes of “delirious enthusiasm” 
as Franco’s troops moved into Vi- 
naroz and Benicarlo.

JASPER, Ga., April 15.—The 
bodies of ten persons—members 
of the Comer family, victims’ of 
the raging mountain torrent that 
swept them to death—will be 
buried Sunday in a single grave 
in placid Philadelphia church- 
yard, three miles north of here. 
And if searchers find the body 
of Forrest Conner, 16, also a 
member of the family, still an- 
other coffin will be added to those 
which will be lowered together 
into a single last resting place. 

A force of 150 CCC 'boys today 
searched for Forrest’s body—the 
only one not recovered since the 
tragedy which took 13 lives. 

The bodies will lie in state in 
Pickens High school here, from 9 
o’clock Sunday morning until 1 
o’clock Sunday afternoon. Mem- 
bers of the Conner family are: 
Mr. and Mrs. F. Carter Conner; 
James Conner, 14; Harold Con- 
ner, 10; Claude Conner, 9; Mil- 
dred Conner, 12; Oleta Conner, 8; 
Flora Sue Conner, 3 1-2; Eugene 
Conner, 18 months, and Lindsey. 
The Rev. A. W. Bussey and the 
Rev. G. F. Compton will conduct 
the services. 

A near-by single grave also will 
hold two other victims of the 
mountain flood, Thelma Ponder, 
six, and her sister, Bonnie, four, 
who perished with the Conners 
while spending their first night 
away from their home. 


Final rites for the Ponder chil- 
dren will te held at noon Mon- 
day in Mount Pisgah church, Gil- 
mer county. 

The Conner’s home and store at 
Whitestone was toppled into the 
usually peaceful Talona creek 
when a wall of water, fed by a 
mountain cloudburst, struck it full 
force on the night of April 7.

Retail liquor stores will not be 
ready to open in Atlanta before 
Monday, April 25, Alderman G. 
Dan Bridges; chairman of the po- 
lice committee, asserted last night 
as the committee approved li- 
censes for 10 wholesalers and ¢on- 
sidered about 50 retail -applica- 
tions. 

It had been expected sales would 
begin Wednesday or Thursday, but 
Bridges said Mayor: Hartsfield had 
agreed to wait until Friday to sign 
the retail permits approved by 
council Monday afternoon in order 
to allow wholesalers time to stock 
up. 

“This would mean that retail 
dealers granted licenses when the 
mayor signs the papers Friday will 
not be able to sell before the fol- 
lowing Monday because they will 
have to get state licenses also,” 
he said. 

Because Investigators ~J. R. 
Smith and Joe Vinings have had 
time only to check the locations 
of retail applicants and not their 
characters or statements, Police 
Chief M. A. Hornsby told members 
of the police committee last night 
he will put 10 additional men to 
work this morning investigating 
applicants.

TOKYO, April 16.—(Saturday.)

ALABAMA RAILS GET 
INCREASE IN RATES 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 15. 
(P)—The Alabama Public Service 
Commission authorized railroads 


today to install within 90 days a 
general freight rate increase of 10 
per cent on intra-state shipments, 
but declined to allow increases on 
commodities which it said made 
up the heaviest traffic movement.

Called 10-Year Need of Nation 


Farm Security Administration Official Tells Home Eco- 
nomics Association Poor Housing Indelibly 


Marks Children for Life. 


Loss of homes through mort- 
gages during recent years has left 
an “indelible impression on the 
lives of the people,” Miss Erna E. 
Proctor, regional director of home 
economics of the Farm Security 
Administration, of Montgomery, 
told delegates to the nineteenth 
annual meeting of the Georgia 
Home Economics Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, as she decried the ten- 
dency of parents to move while 
they have small children. 

Speaking on the subject, “What’s 
in a Home?” Miss Proctor attrib- 
uted much importance to the type 
of house in which a child is rear- 
ed. She pointed out that a fam- 
ily’s house today, in a large de- 
gree, “determines its social status 
in a given community and this so- 
cial status is a determining factor 
in the social outlook of the chil- 
dren.” 

She declared: “The house in 
which a family lives largely de- 
termines th: physical and mental 
health of the family and that the 
physical residence is inseparably 
tied up with family safety, se- 
curity an‘ general welfare.” 

New Homes Needed. 

Citing the developryent of the 
national housing program, she 
quoted statistics intended to show 
that “America needs at least 
1,000,000 new homes annually for 
the next ten years.” She said the 
program of the FSA in part “is to 
demonstrate what can be done in 
improving housing conditions of 
farm families.” 

Referring to work with family 
groups by the FSA, she said more 
than half of the families moved 


annually before they came to the 


government for aid. Then, she 
said, these same families were 
found to be almost uniformly 
lacking in household furniture and 
furnishings that represent a de- 
cent level of living, due to con- 
stant moving. 

In addition to Miss Proctor’s 
talk, the program was marked 
by speeches of Judge Camille 
Kelley, of the juvenile court at 
Memphis, “The Relation of Hous- 
ing and Juvenile Delinquency,” 
and Dr. O. C. Aderhold, professor 
of rural and vocational education 
of the University of Georgia, on 
“Community Forces in Home Eco- 
nomics.” 

Report a Feature. 

The one-day meeting of the as- 
sociation, which gathered dele- 
gates from all parts of Georgia, 
was featured by a report from the 
president, Miss Elizabeth Mayes, 
who presided at the sessions yes- 
terday. morning. The afternoon 
business session was conducted 
by Miss Willie Vie Dowdy, of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, of 
Athens, a vice president. 

Delegates to the meeting were 
welcomed by Miss Mary Dick 
Smith, of Girls’ High school. Miss 
Marie “hastain, home demonstra- 
tion agent from Marietta, gave 
the response. Dr. E. G. Mackay. 
of the Atlanta First Methodist 
church, gave the invocation.

Among speakers at the luncheon 
meetings were Mrs. Ruta Bryan 
Rohde, former minister to Den- 
mark, who addressed the elemen- 
tary school principals, and Dr. 
Zirbes, who spoke at a meeting of 
the Association of Childhood Edu- 
cation. Dr. Cocking also addressed 
the latter group. 

American newspapers and mov- 
les are conveying “funny” im- 
pressions of Amercan life to resi- 
dents of other nations, Mrs. Rohde, 
who is the daughter of William 
Jennings Bryan, told the elemen- 
ary principals. Dr. Zirbes urged 
the teachers to live “more cre- 
atively.” 

600,000 Criminals? 

Explaining she collected clip- 
pings from Danish newspapers on 
happenings in the United States, 
Mrs. Rohde said “more than half 
of the clippings were of crime and 
most of the others were about 
tree and flag-pole_ sittings, and 
pie-eating contests.”

Speaking on “The Art of Liv- 
ing,” Dr. Zirbes said “In living 
creatively, as in the growth proc- 
ess, we must achieve not only 
those things we dream about, but 
assimilate some of the things that 
stand in our way.” 

“We could do much more in life 
if we didn’t attempt to take our 
troubles with us,” she said. “We 
should get out of the habit of be- 
ing tense before something hap- 
pens and remaining tense after it 
happens.” She described the lat- 
ter as similar to an “undigested 
bad supper.” 

Making it clear that the art of 
living is not confined to pleasant 
things, she warned against steer- 
ing between difficulties. 

Dr. Cocking emphasized the im- 
portance of teachers being well- 
rounded personalities. He said a 
successful teacher must know a 
great many different things and 
know them thoroughly, must real- 
ize they are not up on a pedes- 
tal, must understand the process 
of learning, and must be able to 
work with people. 

“Most of us do not know enough 
to do this tremendous job of teach- 
ing successfully,” he declared, 

He said the teaching profession 
is no place for the person who 
likes emotional display, hobbies, 
or who likes to be different from 
the other fellow. “Teachers must 
be able to mix with the mothers, 
the fathers, the politicians and all 
of the other people who make up: 
a community,” he said.

BANK LOAN FUNDS 
RISE $750,000,000 


Reserve Board Cuts Amount 
Institutions Must Hold To 
Protect Depositors. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—() 
The Federal Reserve board, ful- 
filling President Roosevelt’s credit 
inflation program, pumped $750,- 
000,000 worth of lendable funds 
into the nation’s banks tonight. 
The supply of lendable bank 
money was increased by reducing 
the percentage of deposits banks 
must reserve for the protection of 
depositors. The reduction amount- 
ed to about one-eighth of the re- 
serves formerly required. 

The changes were as follows: 
Demand Deposits — Reduced 
from. 26.to 22.75 per cent in New 
York and Chicago; reduced from 
20 to 17.5 in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Richmond, Atlanta, St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
Dallas and San Francisco; reduced 
from 14 to 12 per cent in all other 
banks. 

Time Deposits—Reduced from 6 
to 5 per cent in all cities. 

This means that where up to 
today a New York bank, for in- 
stance, could lend $74 out of every 
$100 of demand deposits, it now 
can lend $77.25. 

The reserve requirement reduc- 
tion and the desterilization will 
increase the potential credit re- 
sources of the banks to the un-

THE FIRESIDE CHAT 

There was, in President Roosevelt’s “fireside 
chat” to the nation on Thursday night,'one glar- 
ing omission. In reviewing the slump in business 
of the past six months he spoke of rising prices 
and lowered consumption, ‘but made no men- 
tion of the higher costs of production due to 
increased taxation. 

The President, himself, in announcing a pro- 
posed program of renewed “pump-priming,” 
did not claim this alone would lift the nation 
back onto the prosperity highroad. He de- 
clared it was offered as a means of starting the 
economic graph once more on the upward 
swing. He called on private business and in- 
dustry to continue the march toward permanent 
security for all. 

It will be necessary, however, to lift from 
business those governmental restrictions and 
hampering tax burdens which have played the 
main part in: stifling the progress which was 
being made so splendidly before the fall of 
1937. Government, if it seeks the co-operation 
of business, must extend co-operation first. 

Despite the Presidential assertion that the 
increased public debt involved in this enlarge< 
ment of governmental spending will easily be 
met with increased tax revenue from a larger 
national income, there are many today who look 
askance at the picture. In it they see the first 
stages of a program of inflation of credit and 
currency, with the outcome shrouded in doubt- 
ful shadows. 

No one will disapprove of that portion of 
the program which is intended to provide for 
the unemployed and the hungry through the 
relief agencies. Maintenance of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps at full strength is in line 
with the overwhelming majority of public senti- 
ment. These things are conceded to be neces- 
sary, even though the condition which creates 
the need is regretted. 

It is when the program reaches the realms 
of pure pump-priming that the element of 
doubt is felt. Mere scattering of the taxpayers’ 
money, by the billions, is not- regarded today as 
@& sure panacea for economic ills. 

There is a large section of the people, busi- 
nessmen and workers alike, which is better 
acquainted with the fundamentals of economics 
today than five years ago. And they are asking 
if recovery and permanent security would not 
be more surely and more quickly reached 
through reduction of the tax burden on private 
enterprise, rather than by increase of the public 
debt and its consequent inevitable increase of 
the already staggering tax load.

mobile speeding. 

There’s a motorboat speeder in almost every 
resort boasting a reasonably large expanse of 
smooth water. In areas around large ports, the

problem. The speeder put-puts about with his 
muffler cut out at all hours of the day and 
night, he imperils pleasure seekers in rowboats 
with the wash from his larger and faster craft 
and takes some of the pleasure out of many a 
water holiday. 

Motorized pleasure boating should be encour- 
aged on rivers, lakes and other water areas, but 
excessive speed should be curhed before motor- 
boating and racing become as dangerous to 
the innocent “byboater” as is the automobile 
on highways with “wild men” at the wheels.

The department maintains experiment sta- 
tions at Gainesville, Fla., and Poplarville, Miss., 
for the benefit of producers.

As an indication of progress so far attained, 
the current season’s output is expected to ex- 
ceed 4,000,000 pounds of oil, representing the 
processing of 20,000,000 pounds of nuts. 

Due to the fact that tung blossoms are par- 
ticularly sensitive to frost, the development of 
the industry should naturally follow the warmer 
reaches of the southern states. The growth of 
the business will be noted with interest because 
of its comparative newness. No groves of any 
consequence are more than eight or nine years 
old, although some of the original trees are 
known to have been bearing nuts for 30 seasons. 

With every facility available for develop- 
ment, this new industry should add materially 
to the wealth of the south under its well de- 
fined policy of diversification. 


BOTANICAL GARDENS 
The proposal further to beautify Atlanta by 
establishing botanical gardens has met with 
customary prompt support by the Fulton county 


commission. A tract containing 450 acres on 
Gordon road has been set aside for the purpose. 


The gardens are to be planted with all trees, 
shrubs and plants native to the southeast, al- 
though it is not to be necessarily limited in this 
respect. 

The Works Progress Administration has 
agreed to provide’’$58,000, to -be paid into the 
project over a period of six months. Additional 
funds will be furnished as needed. All this is 
contingent, however, on the raising locally of 
$6,800 for the construction of roadways, bridges 
and walks through the garden. 

The West End Businessmen’s Association 
will sponsor a drive to raise the necessary funds. 
The proposed gardens will call for no additional 
federal appropriation. Money already has been 
allocated out of funds: previously set aside by 
the government for such projects, The amount 
is simply Atlanta’s share. 

Civic and garden clubs, teachers and other 
lovers of outdoor beauty have promiséd full 
support in establishing. the gardens. It goes 
without saying that any proposal to further 
beautify the city should have the wholehearted 
co-operation of all the people.

NEW YORK—Edouard Daladier, 
the new premier of France, has 
formed a government which has 
left the Communists and Socialists 
out of the cabinet. He has picked 
his colleagues in the eenter among 
the moderates—and the conserva- 
tives. This means that the Popu- 
lar Front movement, after exist- 
ing for two years, has been de- 
stroyed. Daladier, as leader of the 
great middle-class party, has bro- 
ken with the Left. 

The new French government is 
called anti-Communist. The minis- 
ter of the interior is Albert Sar- 
raut, the man who once coined the 
phrase: -Le communisme, voila 
l’ennemi! Communism, there you 
have the enemy! The foreign min- 
ister is Bonnet, the former French 
ambassador to Washington. Of M. 
Bonnet, it is known that he con- 
siders the pact with Russia of 
doubtful value and more of a dis- 
advantage to France than a bene- 


it. 
Of the whole cabinet it can be 
said that it is less hostile to Ger- 
many and to Italy than any of the 
former cabinets France has had 
in the last two years. All this is 
significant and holds out a prom- 
ise of a deep-going change in the 
European line-up. 

England and Italy have just 
reached an understanding. They 
are wiping out their differences, a 
pact is in the making and is sched- 
uled to be signed April 16. Once 
that pact is signed there is no

out recourse to arms and violence. 
As a matter of fact the Czecho- 
slovak problem is already far ad- 
vanced on the road to soluti 
Prague cannot resist Germ 
pressure and must come within 
the German orbit willy-nilly.

M’GILL IN PARLIAMENT 
ON FATEFUL DAY

One could almost feel the swing 
of public opinion toward Cham- 
berlain. . It went on until the last 
day of the month when it was 
discovered, thraugh the inadver- 
tent release of a letter, that the 
government had given diplomatic 
privileges to Franco’s agent in 
London, It came up through a let- 
ter requesting that he be given a 
driver’s license. The fat was in 
the fire and preparation of a vote 
of censure was begun. It was later 
defeated. 

France is restive. France, al- 
ways ready with armaments, 
would have marched into Ger- 
many when Hitler sent troops to 
the Rhine. Even the Germans ad- 
mit today they feared it and they 
were not ready. England raised 
a restraining diplomatic hand. 
France would have gone _ into 
Spain. No matter how we in 
America may feel as individuals 
and a nation, France and Eng- 
land, and more especially France, 
do not like to see a hostile force 
in Spain. 

The French will fight. 

Now England arms at full speed. 
Yet England cannot conscript, and 
Germany has said she will not be- 
gin to fear her until England does 
conscript. 

NO ONE KNOWS 
ENGLISH DIPLOMACY 

No one knows what England’s 
diplomacy is. It may be they have 
won over France and that Ger- 
many and Italy, having supplied 
men and materials, ‘will get only 
thanks. It may be that Italy, with 
the load of Ethiopia on her back, 
will get an English loan... Yet 
Italy. with the German troops at 
the Brenner Pass, must maintain 
at least the show of the axis. 

No one trusts either Italy or 
Germany. The history of the Fas- 
cists is a history of broken 
pledges and treaties. Yet, don’t 
forget that England, with an em- 
pire that stretches around the 
globe, stands for law and order and 
for England. The English them- 
selves can sit in the diplomatic 
councils and do rather well. They 
don’t want war.

States recognized various Indian 
tribes as quasi-soyereign nations 
in making land treaties with them. 
As our frontier moved westward, 
treaties were continuously made 
with the respective tribes for the 
cession of their lands to the United 
States. 

The first treaty with Indians 
was with the Delawares, Septem- 
ber 2, 1778. The practice soon de- 
veloped that when a cession of 
claimed territory was made to the 
United States, a certain area in 
exchange would be set aside and 
reserved exclusively for Indian 
use. This was the beginning of 
the reservation system. 

By 1840, the Indians had sur- 
rendered practically all the ter- 
ritory east of the Mississippi. His- 
torically the procedure of Indian 
land liquidation was practically 
always the same: a cession would

A 
revolving fund of $10,000,000 
was also set up for lending 
money to Indians as capital

No Further Treaties. 


By 1871 the congress felt that 
the Indians were so impotent that 
it enacted a statute providing that 
no further treaties would be ne- 
gotiated with any tribe as an in- 
dependent nation; and thereafter 
the Indians were dealt with simp- 
ly by administrative action or by 


act of congress. 


However, the federal govern- 
ment has not undertaken actually 
to support able-bodied members 
of the Indian racial group or their 
dependents. The general impres- 
sion to the contrary is wholly er- 


roneous, 


After the congress had. deter- 
mined that no further treaties 
would be negotiated, the number 
of reservations naturally increas- 
ed. Until March 4, 1933, the foun- 
dation of Indian law and policy 
has been the General Allotment 
Act of 1887. This statute provid-

which they owned, and encouraged 
them to lease the lands away. 

Of these 50,000,000 acres of 
land which were left to the In- 
dians, 20,000,000 were sterile des- 
ert or semi-desert lands, and 7,- 
000,000 were tied up in an heir- 
ship status so complicated that lit- 
tle direct use could be made of 
the land by heirs. Approximately 
100,000 Indians were completely 
landless. 

In addition to lack of material 
security, the tribal life of the In- 
dian was rapidly disintegrating. 
Native religions, native languages, 
native ways of life were being dis- 

uraged. Education was pointed 


the statute to Indian tribes to or- 
ganize. fer the promotion of the 
common welfare of their mem- 
bers and to exercise existing and 
new powers of self-government. 
The Indian Reorganization Act 
was made applicable to all Indian 
tribes unless a tribe specifically 
voted to exclude itself from the 
act. Elections were held for this 
purpose, and 181 reservations 
with a total of 133,000 Indians 
voted to adopt the provisions of 
the act. By later additions through 
later congressional action the total 
was raised to 242,211 Indians. 


Between 1933 and 1937, Indian 
holdings have increased by about 
2,774,000 acres. Efforts have been 
exercised by the extension di- 
vision to build up the Indians’ 
live stock industry and Indians 
are being encouraged and induced 
to return to farming and sheep 
breeding. 

The new activities of the -irriga- 
tion division have been directed 
into small subsistence projects of 
from two to ten acres each for 
community operation. As a re- 
sult, the Indians’ use of their own 
land is rapidly increasing. 

Civilian Conservation Corps

Early in the administration al 
partial survey of the housing andj. 
economic conditions of Indians,} 


preparatory to commencing a pro- 
gram of rehabilitation, showed the 
desperate straits into which they 
had fallen.’ Many of them were 
without land or other means of 


support and their housing condi-| 


tions, did not meet any reasonable 
standards of space or sanitation. 

The problem of rehabilitation 
for these people was complicated 
by the fact that their only hope 
for survival was in developing an 
agricultural economy. The rehab- 
ilitation program has been of the 
utmost importance in restoring 
lost initiative and morale and in 
improving conditions of family 
and community living. The poli- 
cy of education of children has 
changed. The educational pro- 
gram has been broadened and lib- 
eralized, and general vocational 
education is being emphasized. 

Encouragement has been given 
to the development of Indian arts 
and crafts by establishment of the 
Indian Arts and Crafts Board 
charged with seeking markets for 
products of Indian handiwork. 

Indian lands now include ap- 
proximately 82,700 square miles, 
or more than the combined areas 
of Kentucky and Tennessee.

Missouri Former Sharecroppers 


Start Comeback With Federal Aid 


Farm Security Administration Begins Latest Experiment 
in Rehabilitating Rural Workers; Program 
Stresses Disversified Plan. 


NEW MADRID, Mo.,”April 15.— 
(P)—One hundred men, a_ few 
months removed from their share- 
cropper status, urged 100 teams 
of newly-acquired mules to great- 
er speed today as they plowed 
level acres of Laforge farms, the 
Farm: Security Administration’s 
latest experiment in rural rehabil- 
itation. . 

A year ago these same men 
plowed these same acres in south- 
eastern Missouri, not far from the 
Arkansas line, made a crop of cot- 
ton and last fall, when everything 
was figured up, found they had 
broken even, had a few dollars 
above the cost of their “furnish- 
in’s” or were in debt. It was the 
same story again. 

But this spring conditions are 
different. Social and economic re- 
habilitation has been started. Each 
man fias been set up as a diver- 
sified farmer, with a farm of from 
55 to 70 acres, leased to him by 
FSA, a team of mules, new farm- 


---- 


ing equipment, a milk cow, a hog 
and pigs, and 50 chickens, pur- 
chased with funds loaned by FSA. 
Each of the 60 white and 40 ne- 
gro families, numbering about 600 
persons, has a large garden plot, 
a source of food not always avail- 
able to sharecroppers. 

Each of the farms will have new 
buildings, pre-fabricated at a ma- 
terial yard on the project and 
hauled knocked-down by truck to 
locations. Cost of the houses is 
figured at slightly under $1,000 
and the barns at approximately 
$500 each. The houses have three 
bedrooms, combination living and 
dining room and kitchen. The 
schedule calls for erection of two 
units of buildings a day with all 
families in new homes by late 
June, 

The farmers are committed to 
repay their loans to FSA by turn- 
ing over one-fourth of the cash 
from their cotton crops in addition 
to $50 rental this year.

Chamberlain cannot recognize 
the Ethiopian conquest until the 
matter has been put up to the 
League of Nations next month and 
England has explained that there 
is a difference between recogniz- 
ing Ethiopia and recognizing Man- 
chukuo. 

The difference, as seen here, is 
that the old Ethiopian empire has 
ceased to exist and Italian Ethio- 
pia does exist, while China still 
exists to claim Manchukuo.

LONDON, England.—(By Mail.) —‘‘It’s no good going in 
a boat behind them,’’ he said. ‘In the first place, you can’t 
get close enough to see. What you do see looks like two straws 
with legs crawling down the river.” 

_ So, that’s how it happened your reporter saw only about 
eight minutes of the Cambridge-Oxford: boat race, a competi- 
tion which has been going on for a mere 90 years. The first 
one was run off 100 years ago. 

_ The race is along the Thames for a distance of four 
miles. It is a tough race with curves in the river and a 
tide to manage. Also the Thames, when the wind is 
blowing, can whip up some very respectable whitecaps. 

No one sees all the race except the boys in the official 
launches, and what they see is a couple of animated straws, 
something like a centipede, going along the river. The big 
barges that follow see even less. , 

Getting there was something else. The race began not far 
from London’s center. The trouble was that at least a half mil- 
lion other people had the same idea. Taxicabs all but gave up. 
Buses crawled. There were miles and miles of the famous Lon- 
don buses, inching along. There were Crowds walking, crowds 
in automobiles, crowds on bikes, crowds on motorbikes. — 

At least a half million, and probably nearly a mil- 
lion, people saw parts of the race. Of the million people 

not more than 100,000 had any personal interest in 

either Oxford or Cambridge. The 90,000 had a reading 

interest in the Blue and the Light Blue. 

The four miles of river course was lined, on both sides, from 
Start to finish by a crowd which was at least 20 deep. The favor- 
ite spots saw the people jammed in 100 deep. Someone else 
may figure up about how many people were there on a basis 
of the space occupied by the old human frame. 


IT’S QUITE A SIGHT. 

It’s quite a sight to see—the Oxford-Cambridge race—with 
90 races rowed in 100 years. There is the crowd and the wait- 
ing. It was a great day, with clouds and sun and the English 
on a holiday. 

_ 1 went along the canal tow path well below Hammersmith’s 
bridge. It was not long after 2 when we heard the yelling up 
river and only a minute later before they came around the bénd 
and we could see them; small dots up the river. 

They moved right up close in an amazingly short 
time and all of a sudden there they were just in front. It 
was one of the greatest pictures I’ve ever seen, the crews 
straining at the oars, the choppy water, the long boats, 
the crowds and the noise. They were gone, all of a sud- 
den, two retreating boats which became dots and then 
were gone around a bend on toward the finish line. 

And then the crowds began to disperse and a boatman took 
us from the moored barge and we went down the river after 
them. The spans of Hammersmith bridge and the river banks 
were black with moving people, all homeward. bound, content 
with having seen a few minutes out of the race’s 20’ minutes and 
a few seconds of racing time. All along the-river-the banks were 
black with people. They didn’t know then who had won. But 
soon ‘the word passed along the river that Oxford had won by 
better than two lengths, after fighting choppy water which had 
filled both boats ankle-deep in water.

NEW YORK, April 15.—/)— 
The match race between War Ad- 


miral and Seabiscuit was signed, 
sealed and delivered officially to 
Belmont park today when the two 
owners, Samuel Riddle and 
Charles S. Howard, agreed to 
terms for the $100, 000 duel on 
Decoration Day. 


Under terms of the agreement 
for the mile and a quarter race, 
the winner will take all of the 
purse—the second richest to the 
winner in the history of the 
American turf. Whichone won a 
a $105,730 purse in the 1929 Bel- 
mont Futurity.

The owners must inform the 
Westchester Racing Association by 
10 a. m., on May 30, that track 
conditions are satisfactory and | 
that they will start their horses’ 
irrespective of what might happen 
after that time. If track conditions 
make a postponement necessary, 
the race will be run on the first 
day agreeable to the owners there- 
after but not later than June 3. 
The start of the race will be 
made out of a chute, so that the 
horses will have to negotiate only 
one curve. This means the start 
will not be visible to a part of the 
crowd of 50,000 expected to at- 
tend unless field glasses are used.

-VACATING ARMORY 
SEEKS. NEW HOME 


Temporary Quarters To Be 
Needed Pending Selection 
of Permanent Site. 


The national guard was seeking 
new, temporary headquarters yes- 
terday, following the order of the 
city to vacate the armory in the 
municipal auditorium building. 

Colonel T. L. Alexander, com- 
mander, conferred with Mayor 
Hartsfield, Councilman John A. 
White and staff officers during 
the day. 

“We may move out to one of 
the buildings in Lakewood park 
until) we can find a location to 
erect a new armory, or until we 
can work out plans for construc- 
tion of a new armory adjacent to 
the municipal auditorium on War- 
ren place,” Colonel Alexander said. 

The colonel was notified Thurs- 
day that the guard must move 
from the auditorium building by 
May 15. Councilman White, who 
said the order was given so that 
the guard would have time to find 
a new location, asserted the sol- 


diers and their $250,000 worth of 
government equipment would 
have to be removed when the proj- 
ect of remodeling Taft hall and 
the armory section is begun by 
local governments and the WPA. 

“We told the national guard last 
year they would have to move out 
when the building program was 
started,” White said yesterday. 

Mayor Hartsfield said he believ- 
ed it best for the guard to find 
other quarters until the question 
of where to erect a new armory 
was settled. The city, county and 
state will be asked to make up the 
local fund necessary to obtain 
WPA or federal money to build a 
new armory.

You may not Le get- 
ting the quantity, but if you ar> 
overweight you are certainly tak- 
ing more than that number of 
calories. Calories are most plenti- 
ful in fats and carbohydrates. 
These two food elements are usu- 
ally responsible for the addition 
of chins and inches. They make 
it easy to take more calories than 
can be, ordinarily, burned in the 
day’s activity. The most effective 
way to cut down on the calories is 
to set a limit on the carbohydrates 
and fats, but please don’t approach 
your reducing program with any 
fixed ideas that “potatoes and 
bread make you fat.”

“Scientists need to ‘follow 
through’ with their discoveries, to 
make sure that society may make 
best uses of new knowledge,” he 
told the southeastern biologists in 
session here. “The exactitude of 
research needs to be applied to the 
readjustments of men in human 
uses of research.” 

He said scientists could time an 
eclipse of the sun over much of 
the United States in the year 
2144, 

“But we have no such exacti- 
tude about human beings living 
even next year, and by the time 
of the eclipse six to nine human 
generations will have passed. 

“What can research tell us 
about the probable conditions of 
human beings living in 206 years? 
Very little. 

“The time has passed when re- 
search men may be concerned 
only in their research.”

40,682 on Rolls for April; 
Fourth Are Needy and 
Dependent Children. 


Public assistance awards are 
being made to 40,682 Georgians 
for April, Director Lamar Mur- 
daugh of the State Department of 
Public Welfare, announced yester- 
day. It is the largest number ever 
placed on the pension rolls.

At the same time, there is a good 
deal of skepticism as to making 
inflation “take.” It generally re- 
quires a larger dose to bring about 
the same result the second time. 

However that may be, there are 
a number of indexes to measure 
the spread of inflation. The first, 
of course, is commodity prices. 
The second is the stock market 
and the third is the value of the 
dollar in terms of other curren- 
cies, as expressed in quotations 
for the foreign exchanges, chiefly 
sterling. There are limitations to 
the reliability of any of these 
methods of measurement, but they 
are the best we have, 

By inflation, as applied to the 
present situation, is meant in- 
creasing attractiveness of goods 
and equities as compared with 
cash. The actual level of prices is 
not so important as the direction 
in which they are moving, so that, 
although commodities and stocks 
are currently around the lowest 
of the present recession, an up- 
turn would be regarded as indic- 
ative of the approach of infla- 
tion, even though the actual lev- 
el reached was far below that 
registered in other periods when 
no inflation existed oor was in 


prospect.

As to stocks, business is at low 
ebb, profits are decreasing, in 
some quarters to the vanishing 
point, and belief in the value of 
stocks as a hedge against infla- 
tion is wavering. 


The foreign ~ exchanges would 
be the best guide, were it not for 
the fact they have to reflect the 
international tensions abroad as 
well as fluctuating estimates of 
the relative values of the differ- 
ent currencies. The day after the 
President’s message was sent to 
congress, however, the weakness 
in the dollar was pronounced, and, 
as far as it went, the testimony 
was that foreign opinion was that 
real inflation on this side impends.

Congresimen Asked To 
Shift Employment for 
Relief to PWA. 


Charging Works Progress Ad- 
ministration projects are “poor- 
ly handled” and cost “30 to 40 
per cent more than is necessary,” 
a group of contractors has called 
on Georgia congressmen, to shift 
employment of relief labor to the 
Public Works Administration.

“Work done by the WPA could 
be done in better fashion by the 
Public Works Administration 
which lets contracts to the lowest 
bidder and which has some check 
on the cost of construction work,” 
Miller said. ~* 

Plans Protested. 

“There is no reason why relief 
labor could not be used on PWA 
projects as it has been under 
WPA.” 

He said thé contractors had 
specifically proteste] against the 
state’s proposed building program 
at eleemosynary institutions be- 
ing handled under WPA. Negotia- 
tions are under way for a $5,- 
000 000 building program at the 
Milledgeville hospital and other 
state institutions. 

“We asked that this work be 
done under the Public Works Ad- 
ministration if an allotment is 
grarted,” Miller said. He added 
that some of-the congressional 
members had advised the matter 
was being given consideration. 

Own Resources. 

Hugh W. Roberts, secretary of 
the contractors’ group sent Goy- 
ernor Rivers a letter urging that 
the state use its own resources 
in the building program or secure 
assistance from PWA or RFC. 

“Under either of these ‘alterna- 
tives,” Roberts’ letter stated, the 
state would be guaranteed eco- 
nomical, expeditious and safe con- 
struction and at the same time 
would not strike a vital blow 
against its own people who are 
striving to keep their heads above 
the water.”
